[Laughter.} He was not so familiar with 
diplomatic correspondence as Secretary 
Blaine was, but he knew the code of 
honor that governed ‘a gentleman, having 
spent the most of his life in practicing 
that code and fighting tor it. [Laughter.} In 
this case with Chile there had been some pre- 
cipitation. According to the code, if one gen- 
tleman sent to another his ultimatum, and 
then rushed into print beforehe had time to 
receive a reply, he would be persona no grata. 
(Laughter.) Among ‘us Mississippi duelists” 
it was not a proper thing, after an ultimatum 
had been sent to an adversary, for a man to 
rush into print and give his side of the case to 
the country before he had heard the other 
side. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Allen then referred to and_ ridi- 
culed the interview with ex-Speaker 
Keifer, as published in the press this morning 
bearing upon the president’s Chilean message. 
He laid special stress upon Keifer’s utterance 
that the president’s Chilean message ‘was just 
in time.” ({Laughter.] Just suppose that the 
president had waited a little while longer. He 
might have puta stop to the drift of repub- 
lican sentiment alluded to by Keifer. The 
president had refused to travel on Sunday, but 
according to The Washington Post, he had a 
large number of printers working all last Sun- 
day to get his message in “‘just in time.” 
[ Laughter. }

Speaker Crisp presided over the house dur- 
ing the entire session today, for the first time 
since his illness.

with all information received as to the practical 
effect of such agreements, was taken up and be- 
came the subject of a long debate into which 
entered various subjects embraced in McKin- 


ley’s tariff act, reciprocity olaiming most of 


Mr. Hale’s attention. 

In a speech in opening the debate Mr. Vance 
remarked that the driftof Mr. Hale’s speech 
was to show the benefit of a remission of tariff 
duties. The whole tendency of the argument 
has been in the direction of the blessings of 
free and unrestricted trade. He thanked 
heaven that there was hope for the country 
when the truth began to crop out through 
crevices of that kind. If it were proven, as he 
understood the senator from Maine to argue, 
that the only thing which redeemed 
the’ McKinley bill and _ saved it 
from flat and absolute failure, was 
the single solitary, free trade element that 
was in it. There was hope in that,and he could 
now say that, in the language of old Simeon, 
‘Now, lettest thou thy servant depart in 
peace” to his dinner, since his hearers have 
heard the justification of their opinion.

You were pleased, with your high sense of recti- 
tude, to remark to me that this proceeding of the 
government of Chile was correct, and that al- 
though you desired that the judicial investigation 
might be brought to a close with as little delay as 
possible, you understood that it was 
necessary that ordinary legal proceedings 
which, were not as rapid in Chile as 
inthe United States, should be held. I have 
taken occasion at sundry times to inform you of 
what the Chilean authorities were doing to bring 
the investigation to a close, 

In the criminal trial beld at Valparaiso, not only 
have landsmen been heard, but also seamen of 
the Baltimore. Both have been cunfronted with 
each other; the reports of physicians and experts 
been called for. ‘ihe opinion of the surgeon of 
the cruiser has likewise been invoked, and,in a 
word, nothing been neglected that could tend to 
bring the whole truth to light. The seamen of 
the Baltimore made their statements, with the 
assistance of an interpreter designated by them- 
selves, who was an officer of the cruiser, so, that 
the oath taken by witnesses, their confrontation 
with each other, the) reports of experts concern- 
ing the cause and the nature of the wounds, and 
the hearing granted to both Chileans and Ameri- 
cans, sothatali might present their complaints 
and charges and be heard in their own justifica- 
tion, give incontestable authority to the trial 
held at Valparaiso. 

In the course of our conferences we sometimes 
considered a case in which the government of the 
United States and that of Chile should fail to 
agree when investigation should be terminated 
and the two governments should have formed their 
final opinion, and we agreed that arbitration was 
the best means of settiement of the difficulty, and 
advancing furtherin this conciliatory spirit, we 
even formally agreed that the differences that 
might arise should be submitted to arbitration. 
This agreement to accept arbitration has been the 


' basis of several of our conferences, especially that 


of the 18th instant, and no antecedent of the fact 
interfering therewith has come to my knowledge. 
On the contrary, I took occasion to inform you, 
on the Ist of January, that my government author- 
ized me to conclude an agreement looking to arbi- 
tration, and my government subsequently ap- 
proved the agreement concluded by me with you, 
of which I also informed you. 

As the criminal trial initiated at Valparaiso has 
not yet come toanend my government has not 
yet been able to reply to the demands made by 
that of the United States. The various docu- 
ments and antecedents to which I have called 
your attention in my foregoing communications 
were designed toinform the United States goy- 
ernment of the progregs of the judicial investiga- 
tion and of the facts thereby elicited. They do 
not, however, constitute a rep'y, which can only 
be given when the facts are definitely brought to 
light by the sentence which must be pronounced 
by the courts. 

The testimony which the government of the 
United States has caused to be taken in Califcrnia 
from the crew of the Baltimore cannot take the 
place of that whith is being held at Va)paraiso, 
where the offenses were committed. This testi- 
mony may be useful for disciplinary or adminis- 
trative purposes in the United States, but it can- 
not serve as a basis of oo sentence, either in 
Chile or the United States. The copy 
I have today had the honor to send you 
of the statement made by one of the seamen of the 
Baltimore at Valparaiso shows that the seamen 
made no charge against the police. The charges 
which he makes bere in the absence of the accused 
parties, in contradiction of his first statement, 
can have no value either in law or in your enlight- 
ened opinion. It is to be observed, moreover, that 
the statement made by this seaman at Valparaiso 
is attested by the judge, by the signature of the 
seaman himself, and by that of the interpreter, 
who was an officer of the Baltimore, who had been 
appointed for the meee purpose of inspiring the 
deponents with confidence.

Arrangements had been made 
for the immediate use of a number of, trans- 
ports and auxiliary cruisers, and the steam- 
ship Ohio was to be fitted out at Boston as a 
repair ship. Four steamships were chartered 
from the Earn Line Steamship Company, 
laden with coal and sent to Montevideo. It is 
believed that one of them has already reached 
Montevideo and that others will arrive there 
in ashort time. These vessels were to be 
used as colliers, and would ply between the 
naval fleet and home ports. 

The steamer Benito has been chartered for 
simiiar service on the Pacific coast and other 
arrangements made so as to secure the deliv- 
ery of 10,000 tons of coal monthly at a point 
convenient for naval vessels. The plan con- 
templated the early seizure of a Chilean port 
for use as a base of supplies.

Romk, Ga., January 28,—[Special.]—A ue- 
gro named John Clayton is now in Floyd 
county jail to save being Iynched by outraged 
citizens of Cartersville-and Bartow county. 

He was brought to Rome Wednesday night, 
and the fact was kept so quiet that it was a 
very late hour when it reached the ears of a 
reporter. The sheriff who brought him over 
could. not be seen, and Sheriff Moore, for pru- 
dential reasons, would not say anything about 
the case. A young wan from Cartersville, 
who knew all about the case, gave the facts, 
without knowing that he was talking toa 
Tribune reporter. Said he: “Tuesday night, 
about 2 o’clock, this negro, who is about seven- 
teen years old, entered the room of Miss Fannie 
Bett Jones, the daughter of Colonel R. H, 
Jones. 

‘She awoke, and as soon as she discovered a 
man in her room, screamed, and ina few sec- 
onds thg members of the family were in the 
room, and the man jumped out of the window. 
Mr. John Willie Jones, in looking around the 
room,found a coat, and then went in search of 
the marshal and after dogs to put on the trail. 
The dogs were out of town and it was feared 
the scoundrel would not be caught. ‘The find- 
ing of the coat, however, was a tell-taie and 
by this the man was traced, some one identify- 
ing it, and the officer went to Charley Patter- 
son’s house, where the negro worked, and in 
bed they found him. He was arrested, and at 
first denied any knowledge of the crime he at- 
tempted, but afterwards told a long story, 
which was so base,implicating the young lady, 
that foritaione the citizens of Cartersville 
would have lynched him. 

‘The story spread quickly, and early after 
breakfast the feeling and excitement was so 
fntense that the citizens began quietly laying 
their plans to lynch the negro, which they 
certainly would have done tonight.

A Guess at the Name Which the Olcott 
Committee Will Select. 

Chairman Olcott, of the Richmond Terminal 
reorganization committee, says that he has no 
idea when the plan will be completed. : 

The inference is that itis a divergence of 
opinion as to whatis best to be done which 
keeps the matter hanging on. 

There is a report that a new company that 
is to be called the “The Great Southern Com- 
pany’’ will be formed to absorb the Richmond 
Terminal properties, possibly with the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia left out. Ac- 
cording to The New York Sun, the prospects 
are that the East Tennessee will be separated 
from the Terminal or its successor company 
and will be operated by its present managers 
as an independent syste). 

In the event such a corporation as the 
Great Southern Company is organized the 
capital stock will probably be something like 
$150,000,000, and in addition there would be a 
huge blanket mortgage large enough ‘‘to pro- 
vide for the present needs and to take up 
existing undevlying liens as they mature.’’ 

The Kichmond Terminal has $70,000,000 
common stock, $5,000,000 five per cent pre- 
ferred stock, $5,500,000 collateral trust bonds 
and $11,065,000 consolidated collateral trust, 
making a total of $91,565,000. 

The Richmond and Danville carries $19,- 
720,000 of bonds; the Central of Georgia 
630,229,000 stock, bonds and debentures. The 
East Tennessee $96,689,000 stock and bonds. 


A SIGNAL CAR. 


An Invention Intended to Prevent Tail-End 
Collisions. 

The invention to prevent rear-end collisions 
to which reference has previously been made 
in this column, is receiving some attention 
from railroad men. It consists of a light 
steel carriage having four wheels and a frame 
work of light steel tubing upon which are 
mounted two or more powerful coil springs 
with all necessary levers, clutches, etc., for 
driving the same, and equipped with red flags 
and lanterns as signals. The car is attached 
under the platform of the rear coach, in such 
a manneras to be readily detached by the 
conductor ana started back with the necessary 
signals displayed whenever the train is stopped 
for any reason. The signal car is so ar- 
ranged that it will remain wherever it stops, 
even ifonasteep grade, until picked up by 
the next train; and in case the engineer should 
not see the car in time to stop, no damage 
would be done except to the signal car, which 
would be a small matter in comparison to 
loss of human life. 

The train which dispatched the signal car, 
when ready, proceeds to the next station 
where another signal car, one or more of which 
is kept at each important station, is attached, 
and the one picked up by the following train 
is left to take its place. It is stated that a com- 
pany is now.being organized to build these 
cars, and that the preliminary steps have been 
taken to have them patented in this and for- 
eign countries.

There are tliree mercantile 
establishments at the station, and the 
merchants at Cotton UHill, five miles 
distant, receive their goods there. The 
amount of freights received for these mercaa- 
tile establishments alone amounts to a consid- 
erable sum. There are not less than three to 
five hundred tons of fertilizers delivered there 
every season. Itisan outrage upon a large 
number of liberal patrons of the road to dump 
their freights out upon a platform with no 
protection from the weather or thieves. The 
charges on all freights shipped there must be 
prepaid, thus working great hardships and in- 
convenience upon the merchants. Itis a case 
that demands investigation .and interference 
on the part of the railroad commission.

REGULATIONS FOR RAILROADS. 


A Cattle Quarantine Imposed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Texas, 
North Carolina aud Virginia will be under 
cattle quarantine regulations after February 
Ist by order of the United States department 
of agriculture. The territory is a large one 
and the regulations contain strict orders as to 
the manner of feeding and watering all cattle 
shipped north of the quarantine line, also as 
tothe disinfecving of pens and cars. The 
State authorities are instructed to see that the 
regulations are enforced and special inspectors 
are to be appointed.

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A Sap-Head and His Work. 

It isa curious fact that Whiskers Jones, 
of St. Louis, refuses to learn wisdom from 
experience. He has been run over, and 
wallowed in the mud by recent events, but 
he bas resumed his old place in the middle 
of the bridge, and proposes to butt the bulls 
off as fast as they come. He is prepared to 
leap from one predicament to another as 
rapidly as necessity may require. As the 
champion of Mr. Mills, he made that gentie- 
man obnoxious to a great many democrats 
by his futile and uncalled-for abuse of 
Judge Crisp, and since then he has turned 
his attention to Mr. Cleveland with no 
better results, so far as can be seen now.

She has never written for the press, 
but the bitter pinch of poverty,compels her 
to do something, and after considering 
various lines of work she turns to literature 
asa last resort. Another lady of equal 
inexperience offers todo something in the 
short-storv line. She frankly admits that 
her spelling and syntax will need revision, 
but she sees no reason why her services 
should not be engaged on the spot. 

Every newspaper in the country receives 
a waste basket full of such offers in the 
course of a year. The writers would no 
doubt be surprised and offended if 
they were told, that it wonld be 
better for them to take positions 
in stores as saieswomen at $6 a week, but it 
is a fact that they would get far more pleas- 
ure and profit out of such work than they 
would ever get out of their fruitless literary 
endeavors. 

Even the most ordinary sort of literature 
isatrade. Besides a natural bent in that 
direction, the men and women who succeed 
in it must have a fair education, and they 
must understand the practical part of their 
business. 

To the helpless beginners who are de- 
termined to write, we would say: Get 
steady employment of some kind first, and 
do your scribbling in your moments of 
leisure. Literature at best offers very un- 
certain rewards. The safer plan is to make 
sure of your livelihood in some other oc- 
cupation, and then let your imagination cut 
its capers during your idle hours. 


Why Abuse Them? 

The New York Herald, in an editorial 
article entitled ‘‘Why Cleveland?”’ alludes 
to *‘the Cleveland howlers.’’ If The Her

Friends of the Gate City Guard Are 
Not Pleased. 


The Atlanta Rifles are still without officers. 
* And Quartermaster Sergeant Dunn is yet in 
command of the company of prize-winners. 
The muddle de militaire—that’s what it’s 
now cal.ed—is still on. 
With a large membership of the Rifles it is 
a bigger muddle now than it was twenty-four 
hours ago, the increase in the muddle being | 
due to certain publications made yesterday 
afternoon. 
The history of the Rifles is an open book to 


\ the Atjanta public as farasit has been writ- 


ten, and the chapters rightly written are & 
pride to the friends of the company. 

But when it comes to fairy stories the mem- 
bers of the Rifles can’t be counted in it. 

Captain Spencer’s resignation has been 
taken as a text for a moral sermou on military 
matters, and into the sermon. the Gate City 
Guard has been drawn, without even the 
knowledge of the Guard until it was printed. 
The publication asserted that Captain Lyman 
Hall, when at the head of the Guard, found it 
hard to prevent the members of the company 
from converting the armory into a club- 
room, where all kinds of intoxicants, 
both hard and soft, were dispensed. 

Captain Hall, tho story went on, found the 
task harder than the control of the company 
and resigned. 

The Guards Are Mad. 

Atlanta has had many military companies, 
but never had a company truer or more de- 
voted to her than the Guards, and those who 
know the history of the company are aware of 
the fact that the members are among the best 
young men ofthe city. They are not only 
among the best soldiers, but they are not in- 
Clined at all to the convivial side of life. 

So the story that the Guards’ armory was @ 
clubroom fell flat with those who are ac- 
quainted with the habits of the company. 

But the story made both the members of the 
Guard and of the Rifles very mad. 

‘There was absolutely no occasion,” said 
one of the officers of the Guard last night, ‘for 
bringing our company into this thing, and 
there certainly was no occasion for misrepre- 
senting the facts. Captain Hall did not re- 


| sign because the company wanted to make a 


saloon of the place. Captain Hall was placed 
in command of the company because, among 
other reasons, he was considered one of the 
finest drillmastersin the south, and he cer- 
tainly is that. The company was preparing to 
enter prize drills, and the arrangement with 
Captain Hall was on a purely business basis. 
When the time came to separate it was 
done in the same business spirit. There was 
nothing else init. Nowas forthe effort of 
some alleged military man to make it appear 
that the members of the Guard wanted to 
make the armory a private saloon, nothing 
could be more foreign to the facts. One of 
the company’s by-laws, and it is one that is 
thoroughly and absolutely enforced, provides 
that ‘no liquors shall be brought to the armory. 
Why we go so far in that line that at the social 
receptions, which have become a_ feature, 
nothing that could be objected to by the strict- 
est prohibitionist isserved—no, not even milk 
punch. Our armory is a pleasant place where 
the hoys like to gather, but the ‘private saloon’ 
intimation is absolutely false.’’ 
Now the Rifles. 

Captain Spencer has been one of the main- 
stays of the Rifles, and to his energies much 
of the success of the company has been due. 
He is thorough soldier, and even his bitterest 
opponents—not enemies, for he has none— 
admire his course. Captain Spencer never 
objected to social features in the 
armory, for those features wero never 
of a stronger * tendency than _ those 
of the Guard. He was, when not ‘‘on acutal 
duty,” one of the most sociable members of the 
company, and was a companion of every man, 
from his first assistant to the last private inthe 
rear rank. Every one admired him as a 
soldier and respected him as a man. 

Spencer in no Sense a, Candidate, 

‘The truth is,” said a prominent military 
man yesterday, “there is no similarity be- 
tween Captain Hall's resignation and Captain 
Spencer’s. Both were fine officers and popular 
men, but there the similarity ceases. The 
Guard’s armory never was a barroom, as 
has been intimated, neither had the Rifles or 
any member of thein a desire to make theirs 
one. I happen to know that. Captain Spencer 


_ has been thinking for some time of resigning, 


and that the company is not as terribly dis- 
rupted as has been asserted. Captain Spencer 
will not be voted for as his own successor, be- 
cause he is out of it on his own motion; but if 
Harry Snook will have the place, I happen to 


know that the members can unite on him and 


that his election will heal the trouble. There 
has been more talk than anything 
else about the great trouble in the company.” 

Captain Spencer, however, has no idea of 
being in therace, Yestérday he said: 

‘*Your article in this morning’s paper is apt 
to impress the public with the idea that I will 
be a candidate for re-election to the pdsition 
of captain of the Rifles. All I wish to say is 
that in tendering my resignation I did so with 
the full determination of severing my con- 
nection with the military. Iam not, nor will 
L be acandidate for re-election, and I now ask 
my friends that they will not even propose 
my name for the position, as I would not ac- 
cept it under any circumstances.” 


AN IMPORTANT PRINCIPLE 


Is Involved inthe Athens Case Before the 
Railroad Commission, 

The case of the Athens joint rates was be- 
fore the railway commission yesterday and a 
great deal of interest is taken in the case.

The Richmond and Danville did 
this on the ground that they 
had a line of their own to Harmony 
Grove by the way of Atlanta. The question 
was whether under the joint-rate arrangement 
a road can force shippers to send by the long 
line.

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BROKE HIS NECK. 


The Son of the Hotel Keeper at “Lula 
Thrown from a Horse, 


HIS SPINE AND NECK “ARE DISLOCATED, 


And His Brain,Too, Was Injured—Yeot, He 
Lingers for Fifty Hours After the 
Accident—He Died Yesterday. 


Joe Huggins, a prominent young resident 
of Lula, Ga., was thrown from a horse on 
Tuesday afternoon at 1 o’clock. 

His injuries were fatal, but he lingered until 
— afternoon at 3 o'clock, when he 

ied. 


His case is one of the most remarkable on 
record. 

Huggins was out riding at Lula, and neared 
a brook that had to be crossed. He prepared 
to leap the horse and made the jump. Ashe 
did‘so the animal walked into the stream and 
— was hurled headlong over the horse’s 
read, 


He fell upon the ground dislocating his 
spine, his larynx being badly wrenched. His 
brain, too, was badly affected. 

Huggins was foundand immediately taken 
to his home. Dr. -Welchel, of Atlanta was 
sent for and the physician did all in his power 
to relieve his patient. 

But besaw at a glance that the young man’s 
injtries were such that he was beyond all med- 
— aid and his death was momentarily looked 

or. 

Huggins, however, lingered through Tues- 
day night and Wednesday saw him alive and 
conscious. He passed through the day as well 
as possible under the circumstances. 

Yesterday morning he was alive and hopes 
began to spring up among his friends that he 
might yet survive the fearful accident. He 
could not eat and it was impossible for him to 
swallow, yet he lay growing no worse. 

His physician was astonished at his marvel- 
lous vitality and the peculiar effects such an 
injury to-the spine, brain and ‘neck were 
having. Either one was enough to cause in- 
stant death. 2 

Huggins rallied very slightly just before 
noon, asiounding Dr. Welchel more than ever. 
About 12 o’clock, however, he began to sink, 
and, three hours later, died, surviving the ac- 
cident by tifty hours. |

The High School Trouble. 

It seems that the recent trouble in the Boys’ 
High school is a case where & molehill was 
magnified into a mountain. 

At least the board of education thinks so. 

The grievance committee made a full inves- 
tigation of the facts in the case, and made its 
report to the board yesterday. 

In the investigation, all those who could 

. possibly know anything about the trouble were 
examined, but the committee was unable to 
name the person who was responsible for the 
disorder. 

The matter is still in doubt, and the offense 
lies between Professor Wilson and the boys of 
the grade in which the trouble occurred. 

In its report, which was adopted, the com- 
mittee saysthat the published reports of the 
trouble were guessly exaggerated; that at no 
time was there trouble in the first grade, and 
no serious disorder in the other grades. 

“During the absence,” the report reads, ‘‘of 
Professors Bass and Slaton, of the first and 
second grades respectively, there were dis- 
orders-under the acting teacher, which were 
highly improper and to be condemnec “ts 

Further down the report reads: 

“In regard to young Arnold, his offense was 

Snot sufficient to require his continued absence 
from school, and his seat should not be de- 


clared vacant.”’ 
The following resolution was adopted touche 
ing the affair: 
Resolved, ‘That the conduct of all participants 
in the disorders occurring during the period that 
Professor Wilson was in charge, Was unwar- 


| ranted and grossiy improper, and is of such na- 
_ ture as to not only call for expulsion of the ring- 


leaders and active participants, but in future the 
board will spare no effort to discover the perpe- 
trators of and expei them from schvol. 

2, itis the duty of all the scholars{té unquestion- 
abiy obey and treat with due respect any ap- 
pointee of the board. and disobedience or disre- 
spect of teachers, or disregard of rules will not be 
tolerated ; but the power of the board will be ex- 
erted to the fullest extent to preserve discipline 
and proper regard for duly constituted authority. 
Whenevér 2 scholar feels aggrieved atthe action 
of a teacher, his grievance will receive due con- 
sideration when properly brought to the attention 
of the board; but in no case willa scholar be per- 
mitted to personally redress his griewance whether 
real or imaginary.

HOW ATLANTA BUILDS 


The Laws Governing the Work Are All 
Wrong 


Baking 


AND SHOULD BE AMENDED AT ONCE. 


One Inspector of Buildings Might Make 
the Work Decidedly Better—W hat 
Could Be Done. 


If Atlanta needs one thing just now more 
than all else, it is a building inspector. 

Not a board of building inspectors—for she 
has that now. 

But a practical man, with clear judgment, 
sound discretion and hard horse sense, who 
knows a thing when he sees it. 

That’s what Atlanta wants. 

And no one knows it better, or is more anx- 
ious to secure the inspector than Chief Joyner, 
of the Atlanta fire department. 

More than a year ago the general council 
awoke to the imperfection of Atlanta's build- 
ing laws, and a committee was appointed to 
give the matter a careful and 
thorough investigation. The committee 
was composed of Mr. McBride, 
Mr. Hulsey and Mr. Rice, and in a short time 
Chief Joyner was sent upon a tour of the east- 
ern and western cities to study the matter. 

He was gone some time, and when he came 
home the chief had given place in his grip for 
copies of building laws tothe exclusion of his 
wearing apparel. All this was laid before the 
committee, but for some reason the gentle- 
men never came together to consider the mat- 
ter. However, out of it all came a set of or- 
dinances directing the erection of fire 
escapes. 

That, however, is now being killed. 

*‘No one knows,”’ said Chief Joyner yester- 
day in speaking of Atlanta’s building laws, 
‘how imperfect they are. Last year we bad 
thirty-nine -fires due wholly to imperfectly 
constructed flues and chimneys. In each in- 
stance §1 more would have made those flues 
perfect and we would have had just thirty- 
nine less fires.’’ 

“‘And that many less runs, to say nothing of 
the loss,’’ remarked Mr. Turner, the senior 
councilman from the fourth ward, who was 
present. 

‘‘As it is,’ remarked the chief, “if a man 


wants to buiid a house he appHes to the coun- 


cil for a permit saying that he wants to build 
a two, or three or four-story house of brick or 
other material be may name witha gravel or 
tin roof at a certain place. That goes to the 
fire department committee and a favorable re- 
port is made.”’ 

‘‘Ain't that enough?” 

*‘Not by any means. Atlanta should havea 
law governing all buildings. If it’s a brick, 
that law should specify the thickness of the 
wall for each floor and the kind of material to 
be used. ‘Then when the laws are complete 
one man of good judgment shouid be made 
building inspector. e should know the law 
and when a man applies for a_ permit 
to build he should make his specifications in 
detail. Then the building should go up in ac- 
cordance with the laws and under theindirect,if 
not the direct, supervision of the inspector. 
When that inspector sees a Jaw violated hecan 
make the contractor or builder tear it down.

Hove the Governor of Georgia to Pity, 
- but Law fs Law. 


PITIABLE CASE OF FRANK HERRINGTON, 


The Widows of Confederate Soldiers to Get 
Their Money Next Monday—Other 
Capitol News, 


“God will bless you, governor, if you will 
pardon my dear boy and let him come back to 
me from the chaingang to bea man again— 

And the woman bowed her head on ber two 
hands in utter distress, and with deep rever- 
pnee and respect for Georgia’s chief executive, 
to whom she had come to ask clemency for a 
criminal son. 

Her name was Mrs. Frances Herrington, and 
she lives near Duluth. Her face was wrinkled 
with age, and her hairs, once golden, but now 
frosted by the touch of time and sorrow, 
showed that her life has seen its sunniest 
years. Her sov, Frank Herrington, 
is now in the  chaingang, having 
been sentenced by the Gwinnett county court 
for shooting George Lowe, a policeman in 
Duluth who was attempting to arrest him for 
drunkenness and cursing. 

It was the first time Frank Herrington ever 
got drunk. He had gone out that night just 
to have a little fun with the boys. He had no 
idea of getting into trouble with any one. He 
was a young man who loved home, and felt 
blessed when sitting around the great log fire 
with his fond mother in the corner, avd his 
brothers and sisters all around. The very day 
of his crime he had moved his mothor intoa 
new home, and had done everything in his 
power to make her comfortable. He left her 
in the happiest of moods and sweetest of dis- 


positions, for whatever may be said of Frank 


Herrington, he loved his mother dearly. 
‘It is the same old and oft-repeated story. He 
drank too much, became disorderly, the po- 
liceman approached him, and, unsconscious of 
what he did, he shot him. 
Nor nearly three years he has been in the 
chaingang. He has repented his crime often. 
He swears he will never get drunk again, and 
has registered an oath in heaven that he will 
rise from the humility and shame of chains 
and stripes and be a man. He refuses to ask 
pardon of Governor Northen himself, and 
writes to his mother that he will abide the 
laws of Georgia, and serve his full term in 
order that he may better respect those laws 
hereafter. 
But hard times have come to his old home 
in his avsence. His fatheris an invalid, and 
his mother has to labor for the family’s sup- 
sport. She is herself old and unable to do all 
that is necessary. She spent the last penny of 
her cotton money to come to Atlanta to lay 
ihe matter before Governor Northen and ask 
him to give her back her boy to begin the 
crop for the new year. 

His term will be out in July, as he has de- 
ported himself in such a way as to have five 
dayseach month knocked off, thus reducing 
his term. 

The scene in the governor's office yesterday 
was distressing. The woman wept bitterly, 
and Governor Northen was moved by her 
tears, but he had to respect the laws of the 
state of which he is governor. She brought 


letters from prominent citizens of Gwinnett | 


county asking pardon for the boy, and she 
herself pleaded earnestly in his behalf until 
she was choked with sobbing and blinded with 
tears. 

Governor Northen promised to look further 
into the case, and she will remain in Atlanta 
until today, when he will probably give an 
answer. 

It is a case made doubly interesting by the 
respectability of the young man involved. 

As to the Pensions. 

The widows of Georgia confederate soldiers 
will clap their handsin unutterable gratifica- 
tion and delight at the news that their long- 
delayed pensions will be paid next Monday. 

That is the day set apart by Colonel Tip 
Harrison for the payment to begin. 

There have been 4,008 warrants written out 
and only 4,000 can draw pensions, 
but as there have been fifty-two 
deaths since the applications were 
sent in, forty-two more can get pensions. The 
widows have appointed representatives to 
draw their money for them, and most of them 
have appointed Colonel Harrison, Captain 
Furlow or Comptrolier General Wright. 

The money will begin to go out next Mon- 
day. Each widow gets $100. 

The pensions to ex-confederate soldiers will 
not be paid before the first week in March. 
The blanks will be sent out to the ordinaries 
the latter part of February. 

More Codes. 


The governor yesterday ordered the state 
treasurer to purchase 110 codes of Georgia for 
the library, as the law requires the librarian to 
have constantly on hand 300, and there are 
now but 192. 

The library has been filled with a number 
of valuable books recently.
